MERCANTILE BANK. 


Another Indian exchange bank, 
the Mercantile Bank of India, is 
maintaining its dividend, the 
directors announcing a distribu.

Curtius Consulted. 

When the German Foreign 
Minister Dr. Curtius came to 
Vienna we consulted on all the 
aspects of the ‘situation. We 
reached the decision that we would 
undertake a practical attempt and 
declare our readiness to conclude 
a German-Austrian Customs Union, 
that Is, to negotiate on the matter 
to invite third States to participate 
‘and, the occasion thus arising in- 
form the States that might be in- 
terested, that we were ready to 
start negotiations. We thought of 
availing ourselves of the next Pan- 
Europe Commission in order to 
submit this proposal. On . this 
I declare: the 
firm intention of two Foreign 
Ministers to-bring about an im- 
provement of economic conditions 
in Central Europa and thereby in 
the whole of Europe by stating our 
readiness to start negotiations on 
a customs union and to invite third 
States to participate—that is all we 
have done and nothing else. The 
date envisaged by us, and before 
which we wanted once more to 
speak of the matter, suddenly wae 
cancelled because the .

Fighting “Frigates of 
Blackwall. © 


GUNPOWDER AND RUM. 

In this, the third of the short 
series of articles which he is 
writing specially for the Evening 
News, Mr. Boyd Cable, whose 
sens-stories everybody knows, 
earries his graphic account of 
London’s sailing-ships and the 
men who worked and fought in 
them to the thrilling days of the 
famous Blackwall frigates, the 
fore-runners of the cruiser of to- 
day. 

Through all the centuries when 
the London River shipwrights 
were turning out their fleets of 
Indiamen and great merchant 
vessels, they were also building 
the finest of warships for the 
Royal Navy. The name of. the 
Blackwall Yard is most firmly 
wrought into our maritime his- 
tory in the fame of the Black- 
wall Frigates, a class of vessel 
curiously mixed in its use for 
peace and war, but making a 
very deep dent in both. 

During the constant wars with 
French, Spanish, and Dutch, 
from before 1600 up to 1815, the 
frigate evolved into a ship less 
hugely massive and heavy than 
the “first rate'’ line-of-battle 
shops, but yet stout enough to 
give and take its share of hard 
knocks, and so designed and rig- 
sed as to be handier and faster. 

In Nelson's days, the frigate 
was in chief use as a scout.or 
cruiser. ‘Frigate actions” were 
fieree and frequent between our 
and enemy frigates, but how 
comparatively helpless they were 
against “first rates” was very 
clearly instanced at the Battle of 
the Nile. 


“There the 


French fleet lay 


moored in line of battle with 
four frigates anchored inside 
their line. When the British 


battle-ships attacked the French, 
one of their frigates, the 
Serieuse, had the temerity to fire 
on the Orion, one.of our big “first 
rates.” The Orion, annoyed ne 
doubt by such an impertinence. 
lobsed' off a single, full strength, 
roaring broadside, and sailed on 
into the main battle with her 
equals. The Serieuse caught 
the full blast of that iron temp- 
est, heeled’ from it, with her 
masts snappine and crashing 
overboard, and sank, swiftly and 
straightway, at her nuehors, 

Many of the ships Blackwall 
was building for the East India 
Company were of frigate type, 
and in the latter part of the 
1700’s some of these ships took 
turn and turn at peaceful voyag- 
ing and hard fighting. The 
frigates. at the time were offi. 
cered and manned by some of 
the finest seamen and by as 
magnificent fighting material as 
ever trod a deck. 

It must be remembered that in 
ships of the Navy at this time 
the service was cruelly hard, tho 
discipline over - stepped all 
‘bounds of reason, and the 
punishments all limits of human- 
ity; while food, pay, and living 
conditions. alke were deplorable. . 

In the merchant frigates, on 
the other hand while discipline 
‘was stern enough, pay, food, and 
conditions of life were .excellent, 
and the fact that a bit of stiff 
fighting was always on the hori- 
zon increased rather than lessen- 
ed the attraction for the iron- 
nerved, iron-muscled hard fight- 
ing seamen of the day.

made it a point of pride to stand

or cutlass from her laggard con- 
sorts, : 

’ After the French wars finish- 
ed, the days of John Company 
drew to a close, and with the 
abolition of their monopoly in 
the China and India trade, the 
Blackwall Frigates rose to a 
zenith of fame as the successors 
of all the best traditions of the 
old Company, added tg a new re- 
putation for comparatively fast, 
as well as comfortable, passages. 

The ‘Blackwallers were run 
with all the-strict discipline and 
formalities of the old John Com- 
pany. The officers held rigorous- 
ly to their swagger uniforms, 
only coming on deck, even in the 
airless roasting heat of the Dold- 
rums, in tight tail-coat and chin- 
high stock or eck-cloth. 

The midshipmen (a station so 
low as apprentice being disdain- 
ed) had to be no less punctilious 
in wearing, at sea and ashore, 
their full “brass-bound” uniform 
and badged cap of their Line. 
Officer or man must first formal- 
ly salute before speaking to a 
superior, and any in the watch 
on duty might only speak to the 
one higher up when spoken to. 

The eaptain was supreme on 
board, and held, terally, the 
power of life and death—of pur- 
ting even passengers in irons if 
he thought fit. He could | stil) 
carn up to £5,000 nr year, and al- 
though Midshipmen (or their 
parents) had to pay £60 2 vov- 
age premium, as well as extra 
Taessing and - shore.spending 
money, the probability of their 
promotion drew to the frigates 
the sons of the same social class 
as sent their first-born into the 
Navy or Army. . 

The Blackwallers continued to 
make comfortable and. safe, 
rather than fast, passages; yet 
their design and rig had so im- 
proved that it seems certain they 
could, and they would, have put 
up some records that would have 
made the Iater race of clipper 
ships stretch themselves to better 
them by much. The Kent, for 
example, one of the finest ships 
the Blackwall yards turned out, 
actually beat the famous clipper 
ship Marco Polo by one day in 3 
run home from Australia, and 
several Rlackwallers logged suc- 
cessive days’ runs that would 
not have shamed the Cutty Sark 
herself. 

Manning the Guns. 

Another tradition took years 
to kill — that the Blackwall fri- 
gates were fighting as well as 
trading ships. As late as 1858~ 
along generation after a pro- 
found peace had settled in Europe 
—the frigates had a “Stations 
List” detailing the exact posi- 
tions officers and men should oc- 
cupy on the “pipe to action.” At 
the Long Gun the Bo’sun was to 
stand behind the breech; before 
him one: A.B. to prick the vent 
and one to;touch the match; an 
OS. on either side with hand- 
spikes; A.B.s with sponge. and 
rammer by the muzzle, and, One 
Boy beside them 1c “serve car. 
tridge.”

SHIP SINKS IN A‘ FEW 
SECONDS. 


All Except Two Swept 
Overboard. 


Ten men were lost in the wreck 
off the Isle of Man recently of the 
Glasgow steamer Citrine (682 
tons). 

The stermer struck Bradda 
Head, at Port Erin, a bold head- 
land of jagged rocks well known 
to holiday-makers. 

She had a crew of 11 and one 
passenger, the son af the cook. 

The Citrine left’ Belfast at 6 
p.m. on Monday, but anchored later 
because of bad weather. 

She was proceeding .to get aight 
of the Chickens’ Fock lighthouse 
when she struck the rocks in a 
thick haze. 

She immediately began to make 
water. The crew attempted to 
launch the lifeboat, but, before 
they could do, so they were washed 
into the sea. 

Hugh Morrison, of York Street 
Lane, Ayr, Bwam and landed on 
the rocks, He was joined by 
Leopold Warren, aged 17, of North 
Portland, Townhead, Glasgow, who 
was the passenger. 

The captain of the vessel © was 
John Crawford, of Glasgow, from 
which district most of the crew 
came with the exception of the first 
mate, Paul Cameron, whose home 
was at Bournemouth. ‘ 

Survivor's Story. 

Leopold Warren, the cook's son, 
told a dramatic story. He said: 

“We ran into a howling wind and 
were ‘going slowly because of a 
thick haze. Suddenly, ‘soon after 
nine o'clock, there was a crash 
which shook the ship. The skipper 
managed to get us off the racks 
again, but water was pouring in 
through a gaping hole. 

“Everyone rushed on deck, and 
we thought we had about five 
minutes to launch the small boat. 
In the darkness we could feel the 
ship sinking under us and people 
were shouting for help. It was 
devilish, 

“A few seconds later the ship 
heaved and turned turtle. She 
dived and there were horrible 
noises, 1 think <ahe must have 
blown up. 

“All of us were scrambling in 
the water, shouting. It was ter- 
rible. My father has gone and 
so have nine other men. 

“Only Morrison and I got to the 
rocks. I had clung to an oar and 
he had a lifebelt. _ 

“The water was freezing. ‘How 
we reached the rocks I shall never 
know. We stayed there the night, 
hoping ta see other men come 
ashore, but none came. 


Climb Up 300ft. Cliff. 


Signalman J. E. Crebbin, of the 
lifeboat station, said the two sur- 
vivors reached the station in an 
exhausted state. 

“That was the first we knew of 
the wreck,” he said, “and we at 
once manned the lifeboat and sent 
it out. How Warren and Morrison 
got ashore and up the 300ft. cliff. 
is little less than a miracle. Thero 
is a sheer drop at that spot. It is 
a death-trap, and there are no 
conatguards for 16 miles.”

Belief That tl the Pelican. 
Created World. 


FORGOTTEN REMNANTS, 


A atrange tribe of Red Indians, 
who helieved that the pelican 
created the world, who worship 
tho sun and moon, who gamble 
habitually, auction — off 
murriageable - girls, and destroy 
their weak and deformed offspring, 
hes been found on Tiburon Island, 
200-miles south of Arizona, In the 
Gulf of California, 

The Indians’ are almost forgot+ 
ten remnants of the Seris tribe 
who numbered 20,000 at the time 
of the conquest. Only 164 are 
alive to-day. After the revolution 
in 1749, ‘in which they were Ine 
velved, the Spanish Viceroy exil- 
el them to Tiburon, 
from ‘the Senora mainland, and 
there they. have remained ‘since, 
keeping others off their istand. 

Colonel Juan Masturzi, Italian 
explorer. and) Mme. Titayna, o 
French writer, arriving at Mexico 
City after a perilous sojourn on 
the island, declared that the Seris 
still live as savages,’ 
houses, ext much raw meat, wear 


ouly skins and in some cases loin 
cloths for covering. 

They live outdoors in all 
weathers and are tanned to a 
deep brown, looking much as do 
the ‘Patayonians of Argentina. 
The averaze height of the maleg 
is six feet. They hate white 


people heyond all reason, 
‘Colonel Masturzi says that, sov- 
eral years ago, an expedition sent 
to the island captured two boys 
who were taken to Mermociloo 
ana eduented in the. hope that 
when they returned to Tiburon 
they would bein the process of 
clvilisation there, but when the 
youths returned they were prompt. 
ly killed, 


Daughters for Auction. 

, When a girl reaches maturity 
there is a grand celebration — to 
advertise her readiness for marri- 
ave. Her father then accepts 
bids, which range from 100 to 160 
pesos (between $50 and $75) de- 
pending upon the girl’s beauty. 
The youthful males, who for the 
Most part are pearl divers, have 
to work long and hard to collect 
that much money to pay for thelr 
brides. 

There is: no portable water on 
the island, and the tribesmen have 
to tap a water-giving cactus in 
order ‘to dyink. They have an 
amazing love of gambling, gamca 
on the seashore sometimes con- 
tinuing for days, during which 
time a loser often gambles away 
even his wife’s shoes, 

The favourite game is called 
“Yaceougansha” ond is nothing 
more than-a form of the old shell 
yame. Four hollow stalks arg 
used, a bean being placed in one 
the idea being to pick up the three 
empty stalks. 


Unfit Persons Eliminated, 


According to the Italian there 
is a tribe doctor who determines 
which of the offspring should live, 
only the hale and hearty babiea 
being allowed to survive. Both 
the sun and moon are worshipped 


and tortoise. : 

The pelican’s skin is dried and 
used for gala attire at periodical 
cclebrations, At each new moon 
sea shells are filled with a native 
liquor and left on the beach, the 
fermented drink being used in an 
orgiac celebration. 

One white man has gained their 
friendship, a Mr. Thompson who 
lives at Bahia Kina, on the Gulf 
of California. He escorted Mas- 
turzi and Mme. Titayna to the 
isinnd and persuaded the Indiana 
fo allow them to remain eight 
duys, during which time they trad- 
ed tobacco and water in return 
fer Information.
